ed cold-blooded schemes to assass- 
inate the German envoy In Prague 
as a pretext for invasion of Czech- 
oslovakia, to overrun Poland, seize 
the low countries and, ultimately, 
to attack Russia. 


American prosecutors In the trial 


of 20 leading Nazis produced sten- 
ographic 
notes of talks between 


Hitler and Japaneso foreign min- 
ister Yosuke Matsuoka 
several 


months before the Pearl 
Harbor 


attack and asserted that "our evi- 
dence will show these Nazis con- 
cpirators incited and kept up 
a 


force that could reasonably be ex- 
pected to result In war with 
the 


United States." 


War With Russia 


Assistant U. S. prosecutor Sid- 


ney S. Alderman produced a me- 
morandum signed by a 
German 


General Thomas saying that war 
with Russia was necessary to pro- 
vide 
food for the German army. 


Alderman charged the 
German 


high command's plan to systema- 
tically starve millions of Russians 
In occupied areas as 'one of 
the 


most sinister on record." 


A detailed plot to assassinate a 


German diplomat to create an "in- 
cident" calculated to result in in- 
vasion of Czechoslovakia was made 
by Hitler and Field Marshall WII- 
helm Keitel, chief of the German 
high cimr.i.in-1 in i:'<••• .'..J-iman 
charged.

•Tust One Slip 


The plot was just one step in 
Hitler's lawless plans to subjugate 
Germany's neighbors that were out- 
lined in detail before the interna- 
tional military tribunal.

charged that detailed plans for the 
Invasion of Czechoslovakia 
were 


made on April 21, 1938—just one 
month after Hitler overran Austria 
and assured the world he had no 
further plans for territorial expan- 
sion. 
/ Plans for the proposed assassina- 
tion of a German diplomat and a 
subsequent blitz Invasion of the lit- 
tle country were known by the 
code name "Case Green" and were 
revealed in a. file carefully kept by 
Hitler's adjutant who was captured 
by American airborne troops.

SENATE AND HOUSE 
COMMITTEES ACTED 
SPEED UNRRA' FUNDS 


COMMITTEE STRIKES OUT 
RESTRICTIVE AMEND- 
MENTS—GIVE APPROVAL 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 26.— (/P)— 


Senate and House committees act- 
ed today to speed new funds into 
UNRRA's diminishing treasury. 


Striking out all restrictive amend- 


ments, the senate appropriations 
committee approved a $550,000,000 
fund for the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion. This represented the final in- 
stallment on the original United 
States commitment of $1,350,000,- 
000. 


Tho house foreign affairs com- 


mittee approved legislation to au- 
thorize a second contribution of 
$1,350,000,000. 


Restrictive amendments rejected 


by the senate appropriations com- 
mittee included: 


A requirement that nations re- 


ceiving aid admit 
representatives 


of press and radio without restric- 
tions upon news reports of UNRRA 
activities. 


A motion by Acting Chairman 


McKellar (D-Tenn) that all UNRRA 
supplies bought with the $550,000,- 
000 be given away. 


An amendment offered by Sen- 


ator Thomas (D-Okla) to require 
payment of parity prices to Unit- 
ed States farmers for agricultural 
products. 


An amendment offered by Sen- 
ator Wherry (D-Neb) to require 
any nation receiving UNRRA aid 
to admit UNRRA accredited agents 
and officials for full investigations. 


The committee's action followed 


an urgent piea last week hy Gen- 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower, who praised the work of 
UNRRA in liberated Europe. 


The legislation does not appro- 


priate any additional funds, but a 
separate bill carrying an appropi-i- 
atlon Is under consideration by the 
house appropriations committee. 


The United States already has 


contributed $800,000,000 as Its share 
of the UNRRA fund. Legislation 
appropriating on additional $550,- 
000,000 has been passed 
by the 


house and Is pending In the sen- 
ate. 


Speaker Rayburn told reporters 


the new authorizing bill would be 
called up for house action before 
the Christmas recess scheduled to 
start around Deyp.mhcr 20.

LONDON, Nov. 28.—(/P>—Here we 


are in London on the first leg of 
a world tour which we shall chron- 
icle dally in this column. 


I have a partner—an energetic 


and capable 
young woman—who 


will work with me on this assign- 
ment. Now, now—get your tongues 
out of your cheeks and meet Mrs. 
MacKenzie. 


Both of us have been busy comb- 


ing the highways and byways of 
London since our arrival and our 
outstanding Impression, apart from 
the battlescars and terrible drab- 
ness, is that Britain's capital Is 
very, very tired. 
Of course, some 


of the country districts probably 
don't register the same degree of 
weariness, but what Is 
London undoubtedly Is 
other localities 
the scourge of 


true 
true 


which underwent 
bombing. 
Every- 


where you go in the capital you SPP 
strain and great weariness registel* 
ed on drawn facei. 


When I was here In 1942, there 


were strained faces, too, for the 
war was at its height. 
But then 


you didn't notice the weariness so 
much because everybody was going 
all out for victory and the dan- 
gers of battle kept the 
country 


keyed up. But with war's end there 
has come a tremendous letdown. A 
woman bus conductor summed the 
position up rather well for us. 


"We are tired" she said—and hor 


voice had that doad level which 
bespeaks intense weariness. "The 
war kept us going, but we thought 
that when peace came we should 
got relief from the hard times- 
hut we haven't got it." 


There wag no bitterness in her 


tone—just tiredness which reflect- 
ed the harsh privations which tho 
people of this country still are en- 
during. Relief will come, but It 
is a good distance away as yet. The 
food isn't so good as it was when 
I was here In 1942, and such neces-

"We were dealing with one of the

"It was a little more wholesome 


in the many matters under discus- 
sion for our navy to be standing 
there." 


Hull said that "from all tangible 


and intangible reactions" he had 
received 
he was convinced the 
state department was "thoroughly 
justified" in that viewpoint.

Gesell reminded the gray haired 


witness that Admiral J. O. Richard- 
son, then commander In chief of 
the fleet, had testified earlier In the 
investigation that he warned Wash- 
ington officials the security of out- 
fleet was endangered by Its re- 
maining in Hawaiian waters. 


Had Hull ever been advised of

Public Opinion Split. 


Hull said another 
reason 
for 


holding it hack was that "public 
opinion In the country was split 
wide open on the question of na- 
tionalism, as some people called it, 
and a broader international view- 
point." 


As evidence of this condition, he 


cited the fact that congress had 
approved extension of the draft act 
only by a one-vote margin only a 
few weeks before. 


He stressed that "there was an 


honest difference of opinion" here 
between 
Internationally -minded 


people and "an extremely nation- 
alistic" group and "we would have 
got nowhere with affirmative legis- 
lation In tha first place." 


President Sent Mensage. 


President Roosevelt sent a per- \ 


sonal message to the emperor of 
Japan on December fi, 1941, asking 
for the withdrawal of troops from 
Indo-China as a demonstration of 
peaceful Intent by the Japanese. 


Gesell brought out that other 


drafts of a proposed message had 
been prepared at least at early as 
October 17. He asked why a mes- 
sage to the emperor had not been 
sent sooner than December 6. 


Hull replied that "the primary 


reason was thnt the military in Ja- 
pan was in supreme arbitrary con- 
trol" and the emperor appeared to 
"go along with them, and under 
their domination." 


"They were so 
powerful 
they 


could touch the emperor' on the 
shoulder and say 'You sign up in 
blank a declaration of war.'" 


Hull continued that "we felt sat- 


isfied that if the military saw the
